The  term  "revocation"  means  that  you  have 
lost  your  privilege  to  drive  for  an  indefinite  period. 
To  regain  your  driving  privileges,  you  must  meet 
certain  legal  and  administrative  requirements.  This 
brochure  has  been  developed  to  assist  you  in 
understanding  the  reinstatement  process. 

You  are  eligible  to  apply  for  reinstatement  of 
your  driving  privileges  after  the  projected  eligibility 
date  (Proj.  Elig.)  displayed  on  your  copy  of  the 
revocation  notice.  The  minimum  length  of  a  revo¬ 
cation  is  specified  by  law  and  is  based  on  the 
seriousness  of  the  offense.  An  Order  of  Revoca¬ 
tion  stays  in  effect  until  a  driver  requests  and 
receives  full  reinstatement  of  a  drivers  license 
from  the  Office  of  the  Secretary  of  State.  If  a 
driver  does  not  receive  full  reinstatement,  the 

Order  of  Revocation  will  remain  in  effect  indefi¬ 

nitely.  During  the  revocation  period,  you  may  be 
eligible  for  limited  driving  privileges  by  applying  for 
a  restricted  driving  permit.

What  types  of  offenses  lead  to  revocation?  1 


A  drivers  license  can  be  revoked  for  many 
reasons,  including: 

Reckless  homicide 
DUI 

Felony  offense 

Leaving  the  scene  of  an  accident 
Perjury 

Reckless  driving 
Drag  racing 
Reckless  conduct 
Auto  theft 


You  must  file  proof  of  financial  responsibility  to: 


•  retain  your  license  plates  and/or  registration 
privileges, 

•  obtain  a  restricted  driving  permit, 

•  obtain  a  new  drivers  license  when  eligible,  or 

•  restore  your  driving  privileges  when  eligible. 


Proof  of  financial  responsibility  must  be  main¬ 
tained  for  a  period  of  three  years.

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What  is  a  restricted  driving  permit  (RDP)?

You  may  be  eligible  for  a  restricted  driving 
permit  (RDP)  for  employment,  medical-related 
driving  and/or  educational  purposes.  An  RDP 
allows  you  to  drive  only  to  and  from  work  and  on 
the  job,  to  obtain  necessary  medical  care  for 
yourself  or  a  member  of  your  immediate  family, 
and/or  for  transportation  to  and  from  your  educa¬ 
tional  institution  only. 


How  do  I  apply  for  a  restricted 
driving  permit  (RDP)? 


To  begin  the  process  of  applying  for  a  re¬ 
stricted  driving  permit,  contact  one  of  the  hearing 
officer  locations  listed  on  the  reverse  side.  You 
must  be  able  to  prove  that  public  safety  would  not 
be  threatened  if  you  are  permitted  to  drive  on  a 
limited  basis.  You  will  need  to  submit  evidence 
that  an  undue  hardship  exists,  proof  of  employ¬ 
ment,  need  for  medical  care  and/or  an  educa¬ 
tional  verification  form,  along  with  a  class  sched¬ 
ule  from  the  school.  You  must  also  file  proof  of 
financial  responsibility. 


How  do  I  apply  for  full  reinstatement 
of  driving  privileges? 


When  you  are  eligible  to  apply  for  full  rein¬ 
statement,  begin  by  contacting  one  of  the  hearing 
officer  locations  listed  on  the  reverse  side  of  this 
brochure.  The  hearing  officer  will  advise  you  if 
you  are  required  to  have  a  formal  hearing  or  an 
informal  conference.  Your  application  for  rein¬ 
statement  will  be  reviewed  by  the  Administrative 
Hearings  Department.  The  Secretary  of  State's 
office  will  decide  whether  to  reinstate  your  driving 
privileges  based  on  the  facts  and  evidence  sub¬ 
mitted.  You  must  prove  that  reinstating  your  privi¬ 
leges  will  not  endanger  public  safety. 

As  required  by  Illinois  law,  you  will  be  re¬ 
quired  to  pay  a  $60  fee  for  the  reinstatement  of 
your  driving  privileges  following  a  drivers  license 
revocation.  You  will  be  notified  in  writing  when  to 
submit  the  fee.  You  must  also  file  proof  of  finan¬ 
cial  responsibility.  There  may  be  additional  re¬ 
quirements,  such  as  alcohol/drug  evaluations  and 
remedial  education  or  treatment  programs,  de¬ 
pending  on  the  cause  of  revocation. 

Note:  You  will  be  required  to  start  the  appli¬ 
cation  process  over  with  the  Administrative  Hear¬ 
ings  Department  if  the  financial  responsibility  fil¬ 
ing  and  reinstatement  fee  requirements  are  not 
met  and  accepted  by  this  office  within  a  six-month 
period  from  the  date  of  recommendation  for  rein¬ 
statement. 


What  if  I  am  a  resident  of  another  state? 


You  must  meet  all  the  necessary  require¬ 
ments  to  restore  your  Illinois  driving  privileges. 
Approximately  60  days  prior  to  the  eligibility  date 
listed  on  your  Notice  of  Revocation,  you  should 
submit  a  letter  to  the  Administrative  Hearings 
Department  at  the  address  listed  below,  request¬ 
ing  an  out-of-state  information  packet.  This  packet 
will  include  the  necessary  forms  and  list  the  re¬ 
quirements  that  must  be  met  before  your  Illinois 
driving  privileges  will  be  restored  and  a  letter  of 
clearance  provided  to  you.
